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Outbreaks from imports on the rise

WASHINGTON Food-borne disease outbreaks 
caused by imports seemed to rise in 2009 and 
2010, with fish and spices the most common sourc- 
es, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
said Wednesday 

Almost half of the outbreaks, or localized epi- 
demics, pointed to foods imported from areas that 
had not been linked to outbreaks before, the CDC 
said in a statement. 

‘A.S our food supply becomes more global, people 
are eating foods from all over the world, potentially 
exposing them to germs from all corners of the world, 
too,” said CDC epidemiologist Hannah Gould, lead 
author of a report on the upturn. 

From 2005-10, 39 outbreaks and 2,348 illnesses were 
linked to imported food from 15 countries. Of those 
outbreaks, 17 occurred in 2009 and 2010. Overall, fish 
was the most common source of imported food-borne 
disease outbreaks at 17, followed by spices with six out- 
breaks, including five from fresh or dried peppers. 

Nearly 45 percent of the imported foods causing out- 
breaks came from Asia, the CDC said. 

Gould’s report was presented Wednesday at the In- 
ternational Conference on Emerging Infectious Dis- 
eases in Atlanta. According to the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Economic Research Service, food imports grew 
to $86 billion in 2010 from $41 billion in 1999. 

Much of that growth has occurred in fruit and vegeta- 
bles, seafood and processed food products.

Billed as his last public statement before heading 
off to prison, Rod Blagojevich said Wednesday 
he was honored to serve as governor of Illinois 
and thanked the people of the state as he began 
his Mark and hard journey” 

Interrupted several times by chants of “Free 
our governor,” Blagojevich insisted before a 
crush of reporters and supporters that every- 
thing he did “was on the right side of the law.” 

Blagojevich was led into the crowd in front of 


his Ravenswood Manor home by his wife, Patti. 

The 55-year-old Democrat is due to report to a 
prison in Colorado on Thursday to begin serving 

a 14-year sentence. 

Since his sentencing in December, the im- 
peached governor hasn’t spoken in interviews or 
addressed the media corps following every step 
of his legal saga. His attorneys said he wanted to 
depart in a dignified way, without a media frenzy 

Blagojevich was convicted of 18 criminal 
counts over two trials, including charges that ac- 


cused him of attempting to sell or trade an ap- 
pointment to President Obama’s vacated U.S. 
Senate seat. 

Toward the end of his speech Wednesday, he 
said he “has had many blessings in my life and it’s 
not over.” 

Blagojevich said going to prison on corruption 
charges will be “hardest thing I’ve ever had to 
do.” But, he added, “We are appealing the case. 
This is not over. We have faith in the future, faith 
in the rule of law ... I’ll see you again.”

AU.IANCE BORDERLINE PERSONALITY DISORDER 
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BEARS SAY THEY KNEW OF MARSHALL’S 
LATEST INCIDENT BEFORE ACQUIRING HIM

Just two days before the Bears made official a 
trade to acquire him, Brandon Marshall found 
himself in a familiar situation— the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

Perhaps that is how the talented yet often 
troubled wide receiver can explain best what 
happened outside a Newark club in the early 
morning hours Sunday when he says a thrown 
bottle struck his wife in the face, seriously in- 
juring her. In a contrary version of the incident, 
24-year-old Christin Myles told police Marshall 
cold-cocked her, leaving her with a black eye. 

Marshall is scheduled to speak with the 
media Friday at Halas Hall, as is new backup 
quarterback Jason Campbell. 

Marshall’s list of off-field incidents, includ- 
ing multiple allegations of violence against 
women, is long. In this instance, the Bears 
say they knew about the disturbance Tuesday 
before trading two third-round draft picks to 
the Dolphins, who were dumping the MVP 
of the 2012 Pro Bowl so new coach Joe Philbin 
wouldn’t have to deal with him. 

“Both the Bears and Dolphins were aware 
of what occurred over the weekend,” Bears 
general manager Phil Emery said in a state- 
ment. “We decided to move forward with the 
trade. We have high expectations for Brandon 
as a Bear.” 

Marshall has been suspended once previ- 
ously for violation of the NFEs personal con- 
duct policy, and a second violation could lead 
to a more serious punishment. 

Marshall’s attorney Harvey Steinberg, 
called Marshall and his wife the victims in the 
episode, and said his client looks forward to 
assisting authorities in their investigation. 

“Brandon has always held himself account- 
able,” his agent, Kennard McGuire, told the 
Tribune. “He will always have my unflinching 
and unwavering support. I caution the public 
not to judge, especially when he and his wife 
are the victims.” 

Marshall’s history includes a DUI arrest, 
charges of assaulting a police officer and at- 
tempting to return stolen merchandise to a

store. But the majority of the incidents in- 
volve disputes with women as police reports 
have been filed in Florida, Georgia, Colorado 
and now New Tbrk. His wife stabbed him in 
the abdomen at their home in April, claiming 
she acted in self-defense. He also was involved 
in a fracas at a Denver nightclub that led to 
the shooting death of Broncos teammate 
Darrent Williams. 

As a standard procedure, the NFL will look 
into the latest matter. 

Marshall revealed to the South Florida Sun 
Sentinel last summer he had been diagnosed 
with borderline personality disorder, a mental 
illness that leads those who suffer from it to 
struggle with relationships, mood control and 
emotions. In between his stabbing and this 
New York altercation, his record was clean. 

There are three years remaining on Mar- 
shall’s contract at a total of $28.1 million. 
His base salary this season is $9.3 million, of 
which $6 million is guaranteed. According to 
Fox Sports, that guarantee voids in the event 
the NFL suspends him, leaving a lot riding on 
this latest accusation.

No VIPs for ‘Occupy’ test

Organizers of a Chicago music festival using 
the “Occupy’ name say they have scrapped 
plans to offer VIP tickets to the event, 
planned for May 12-13 in Union Park. 

Festival organizers also said they’re going 
back to Occupy Chicago to get more input. 

Graham Czach, a Chicago-based musi- 
cian and an Occupy member, said the fes- 
tival is an opportunity for musicians, per- 
formers and volunteers to raise money for 
and awareness of Occupy causes, which 
include the fight for economic equality Af- 
ter a statement drew media attention to the 
festival, Czach said public feedback caused 
him to rethink a plan for VIP access, which 
would have allowed premium ticket-holders 


special amenities such as private entrances 
and exits. 

“There is no VIP or premium access” 
now, Czach said. “That was an oversight 
that was pretty big.” 

Czach said he and other organizers 
formed SolidClarity LLC to deal with the 
mechanics of organizing the event, sched- 
uled for the weekend before the NATO 
summit in Chicago, and any follow-up non- 
profit activities. Half the profits from the 
festival would be donated to Occupy Chi- 
cago, he said, with the other half being used 
as potential profit-sharing for volunteers 
or others who work on the festival. Czach 
said he also is considering applying any ad- 
ditional money to future nonprofit or activ- 
ist events. 


“We’re not a corporation, we’re part of 
the movement,” he said. “There’s no profi- 
teering. We’re sharing everything.” 

Ticket prices on occupyfestival.com are 
$35 for a one-day pass and $55 for a two-day 
pass. The Chicago Park District said a per- 
mit for the festival has been submitted but 
not approved and that insurance and fees 
must be secured before approval is finalized. 

Occupy Chicago OK’d supporting the 
festival earlier this year, according to min- 
utes on the Occupy website, Czach and 
another Occupy Chicago member, but after 
recent media attention, the group’s organiz- 
ing body on Wednesday night planned to 
offer further opportunities to discuss the

ANCHORAGE, Alaska Dallas Seave}^ competing against both 
his father and grandfather, won the 40th annual Iditarod 
Trail Sled Dog Race on Tuesday, becoming the youngest 
musher crowned champion of the storied Alaska event. 

A rare third-generation contestant, the 25-year-old Seavey 
also was the first such member of an Iditarod dynasty to win 
a race that has grown from an obscure contest many con- 
sidered a one-time lark into a world-famous sports extrava- 
ganza. 

Seavey and a team of nine dogs crossed the finish line in 
the Bering Sea town of Nome with a winning time of 9 days, 
4 hours, 29 minutes and 26 seconds after an epic 1,000-mile 
trek from Anchorage. 

Seavey said he felt exhausted just before reaching the trail’s 
end. 

“It’s just now hitting me. About 4 miles ago, I just crashed,” 
he said in the finish chute. 

Seavey defeated his father, 2004 Iditarod champion Mitch 
Seavey who was in seventh place as of Tuesday afternoon. 

Dallas Seavey’s 74-year-old grandfather, Dan Seavey, a vet- 
eran of the first Iditarod in 1973, also competed this year and 
was in 53rd place when his grandson crossed the Nome finish 
line. 

The winner of the Iditarod race in 1977, Rick Swenson, had 
long held the record as the youngest champion.

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Channing Tatum, Jonah Hill go back 
to high school in ‘21 Jump Street’

“Fm too old for this {bleep},” Jonah Hill says. 

“Welcome to Earth, mother{bleep}er!” Channing 
Tatum says. 

The “21 Jump Street” stars aren’t being aggressive; 
they’re just spouting classic action catchphrases (from 
“Lethal Weapon” and “Independence Day,” respectively). 
In their new action-comedy opening Friday and loosely 
inspired by the ’80s Johnny Depp TV show. Hill coins a 
new one: “Let’s make a baby” 

Hill, who co-conceived the story with “Project X” writer 
Michael Bacall as “ 'Bad Boys’ meets ajohn Hughes movie,” 
stars as Schmidt, a young cop who teams with his partner, 
Jenko (Tatum), to infiltrate a high school and stop a drug 
operation. The mission forces them to re-examine their 
high school years and their current sense of self Schmidt, 
an outcast in high school, becomes part of the social elite, 
and Jenko, who used to pick on Schmidt in high school but 
now poses as his brother, falls in with the science geeks. 

In police attire at the Trump Tower, the recently Oscar- 
nominated Hill (“Moneyball”), 28, and Tatum, 31, talked 
about fingering each other’s mouths, how high school 
has changed and what Tatum, soon to be seen in “Magic 
Mike,” based on his experiences working as a stripper, 
would teach Hill about stripping. 

During a drug-induced freakout in the movie, Channing jumps 
through a gong. How many times did you have to do that, and 
how did it feel? 

Channing Tatum: Just one time actually That whole take was one 
time that was late. 

Jonah Hill: It was so funny 

CT: We only had time for one take. They were just like, “Go as

crazy as you want for as long as you want, and as soon as 
you get tired, fall down.” And I was like, “OK.” 

JH:It was the first day that I wasn’t there as a producer 
’cause I was sick, and I had promised Chan I would make 
sure to be there all the time for him and make 
sure he was doing good. And they showed 
me the playback of the stuff I missed and I 
saw that and I was like, “Oh, they’re fine 
without me.”

CT: It’s an addiction? You gotta go to a group about it? 
JHiThat was one of the first jokes we came up with. Our 
first set-pieces we came up with when Mike Bacall and 
I — when we were writing the story — it was like, they 
should take drugs and have to throw up the drugs 
but they just have a really hard time being able 
to throw up. And there’s something funny 
about trying to make your friend throw up. 


Jonah, I read that you taught Chan about 
comedy and Chan taught you about ac- 
tion. Teii me how you advised each other. 

CT:I won’t mince words about it. He called 
me up— he’s been on the movie and it’s been in 
development for about five years, and I haven’t really 
done comedies. And I had to make him promise me that 
he was going to make me funny

other’s mouths strengthen your bond? 

JH: I love on the heels of that sentence, we try to be like 
sincere and {then}, “How did it feel fingering each other’s 
mouths?”

JH: I’ve been doing “Moneyball” press for so long I forgot 
what it’s like to do press for a comedy ’Cause “Moneyball” 
press was so sincere ... and then you say something nice

The movie suggests it’s a nicer world now and high 
school is more tolerant, easier. Do you feel like if you 
were born five years later it would have been easier? 

JH: Honestly what’s crazy is this whole bullying thing. 

Not easier for us — I’m just commenting on change or 
whatever. I remember Columbine happened after I was 
in high school. ... That was the first time you had heard of 
anything crazy happening as a result {of bullying}. Since 
then it’s been really sensitive about kids making fun of 
each other or hurting each other’s feelings. When we 
were in high school that really wasn’t around. They only 
cared about drugs. 

CT: I’m sure bullying happened. I don’t know, I wasn’t in 
a high school with the typically movie cliche cliques and 
people. Everybody just sort of hung out. The quote-un- 
quote nerds and smart kids and whatever, they hung out 
with us. It wasn’t these cookie-cutter clean stereotypes. 

Chan, if you were teaching Jonah about stripping, what’s 
the first thing you would teach him? 

CT: Not to do it. Don’t get naked for money 
JH: I don’t need any tips. 

CT: Yeah, he’s got it on lock. 

You already know?

To play a police captain in the big-screen update of the ’80s 
TV series “21 Jump Street,” Ice Cube did not consider remak- 
ing NWA’s “[Bleep] Tha Police” into “Love Tha Police.” He does 
bite ferociously into the role of Captain Dickson, which allows 
him to wink at the movie stereotype of the angry black police 
captain as he yells at his young cops (Channing Tatum, Jonah 
Hill) to “Teenage the [bleep] up” and infiltrate a high school. We 
talked to the 42-year-old actor/rapper at Trump Tower. 

To what extent do you think people find this police captain 
especially funny because it’s you? 

I think people get a kick out of that. I think Hollywood has been 
conspiring for 20 years to make sure me and Ice-T-who rapped 
“Cop Killer” and appeared on “Law and Order: Special Victims 
Llnit”-play a cop. So you got us! You got us! 

How much did you stay in character and boss around Jonah 
and Chan when the cameras weren’t rolling? 

Not a lot, just a little, just a little. They was in awe when I first 
got there ’cause they had never worked with me before. And 
the first day was the day that I was yelling at ’em, telling ’em not 
to [bleep] no teachers, no students, no janitors. Don’t [bleep] 
nobody. It all kind of played into it. I kind of kept it going for 
a little while. Them dudes is too cool, you gotta be cool with 
them. I didn’t want to be the dick actor who’s method, stays in 
character forever. 

How much did “21 Jump Street” remind you of your own 
high school memories? 

I got bused out to a school, and that school had everybody in 
there from people wanting to look like Dr. J and Magic Johnson 
to people trying to look like Boy George and [bleep]. It was 
like everything was at that school, so I was able to really see 
all these different high school freaks. In a lot of ways I was one 
because I was a B-Boy, and we would have Gazelles on and we 
would have Kangols and we would have belt buckles and peo- 
ple with no shoe strings on shoes, and people was looking at us 
like, “What the hell they doing?” Everybody else was trying to 
dress like Michael Jackson and Prince. So it reminded me a lot 
of high school and all the different flavors you come across. 

When people talk about NWA, what memories jump to mind? 

I guess what comes back to my mind is Eazy-E. ’Cause he’s not 
here no more. NWA makes me think of him. And he was a little 
sadistic. He had a dark sense of humor, but he was smart as 
[bleep]. He was ahead of everybody around him as far as think- 
ing of the next move, and he envisioned it before any of us. 

What would the Ice Cube of NWA think of your family films 
such as “Are We There Yet?” 

He’d probably like some of ’em and hate some of ’em. When 
I was in NWA, I used to watch family movies ... I loved “Home 
Alone.” It was the [bleep].

Bringing back the boy bands

It’s been about a decade 
since the last boy-band 
pop craze fizzled out, so 
we’re overdue for a new 
crop. 

Cue One Direction. The 
quintet of i 8 - to 20 -year- 
old guys brought together 
for the British version 
of “X Factor” in 2010 
is prepped to lead the charge with its new 
single “What Makes You Beautiful” and its 
debut album, “Up All Night.” 

Like their boy-band contemporaries 
Americans Big Time Rush and the Irish 
sensations The Wanted, One Direction (or 
“iD,” as they’re known to the kids) make 
pleasant pop. 

Their songs are upbeat, danceable and 
devoid of anything troubling, aside from the 
teenage hormones they tend to set a-ragin’. 
“What Makes Y)u Beautiful” shows off the 
formula perfectly as the guys trade off flirty 
but nonthreatening lines like “The way you 


flip your hair gets me overwhelmed, but 
when you smile at the ground it ain’t hard to 
tell you don’t know-oh-oh, you don’t know 
you’re beautiful.” The music is super sweet 
and danceable, but cut slightly with a rock 
guitar riff here and there. 

“One Thing” is even more direct, blend- 
ing the best bits of Backstreet Boys’ “I 
Want It That Way” with Kelly Clarkson’s 


“Since U Been Gone.” One Direction also 
handles ballads, with the N’Sync-y “More 
Than This” and The Script-like “Same 
Mistakes.” 

With Simon Cowell steering their ship. 
One Direction is focused, competent and 
(scream!) ready to dote on tween girls with 
the force of five Justin Biebers. No wonder 
the frenzy is building.

When it came to reading a book out loud, Dustin Hoffman was a bit 
rusty: The last time he had done something similar was in New York 
City in the late 1960s, right after filming “The Graduate.”

The high-powered nature of the celebrities involved makes this one 
of audible.com’s most high-profile projects. The actors usually choose 
a book from a list provided by the company 

Samuel L. Jackson’s performance of the classic 1960s novel ‘A Rage 
in Harlem” runs nearly 5 1/2 hours— a midrange length (which explains 
why audlble.com books are popular with people who spend a lot of 
time in the car). Jackson says he finished the 151-page book in two days. 

“They were fascinated by the fact that I got through it so fast,” says 
Jackson, who portrayed Himes in a play at Rutgers University years 
ago. “I was excited to get Chester Himes’ work into the world so that 
people would know him as a writer and see how he described Harlem.”

Discovery’s popular 
‘MythBusters’ hope to 
amuse with first museum 
exhibit based on the show

When you talk to Adam Savage and Jamie 
Hyneman, it is reassuring to learn they are not 
sitting quietly around the workshop, contem- 
plating their tax returns, say or the presiden- 
tial election. 

Instead, Savage explains over the phone, 
“I’m in my car at a military base in California. 
We’re doing the shootout from ‘The Magnifi- 
cent Seven’ right now, knife vs. gun. This is our 
lunch break.” 

For those who don’t follow “MythBusters,” 
Discovery’s long-running hit about putting 
conventional wisdom to the test, some expla- 
nation: The duo, the show’s stars, are shooting 
an episode in which they’ll determine wheth- 
er a knife can really beat a gun in a shootout, 
part of an entire episode on showdowns. 

A few thousand miles away, on the South 
Side, another kind of showdown is about to 
take place. A team at the Museum of Science 
and Industry has been trying to translate the 
borderline-dangerous “MythBusters” aesthet- 
ic-equal parts DIY, science in action and 
“Jackass”-for-more-responsible-people — into 
the first museum exhibition based on the 
show 

To unveil the results. Savage, Hyneman and 
other stars of the show will be at the museum 
Thursday for a ribbon cutting at 10:30 a.m. 
and to sign autographs from ii a.m.-noon. 

The big question to be answered when the 
exhibition starts letting people in Thursday: 
Will the years of effort translate into some- 
thing that works for fans of the show and 
newbies alike? All available advance evidence 
suggests the answer is “yes.” 

“MythBusters: The Explosive Exhibition” 
certainly brings to mind the show’s home 
environment. Key artifacts from the series’ 
nine-season run decorate the first-floor tem- 
porary exhibition area at the museum that 
held, most recently the Dr. Seuss show. 

Big, hands-on experiments fill the space 
like playthings in the giant toybox of a fu-

ture mechanical engineer. And the shelves 
here look just like the ones at M5 Industries, 
Hyneman’s San Francisco special effects shop 
that is the show’s home base, right down to 
the words scrawled in Sharpie on the ends of 


storage boxes. 

‘All these are the same names you would see 
on the boxes at M5,” said Geoffrey Curley the 
“project lead,” a Chicago museum exhibition 
designer who first pitched “MythBusters” on 
the idea of entering the museum world some 
five years ago. 

A blending of popular culture and actual, 
hands-on scientific experimentation— sci- 
ence without the perceived sterility of lab 
coats and beakers— has huge appeal in the 
museum world; MSI has done well, for in- 
stance, with recent, art-heavy exhibitions 
about Seuss and Jim Henson, though the fit at 
a science museum was less than self-evident. 

Savage and Hyneman have been expanding 


their ’Buster empire in several ways. When 
they’re not shooting the ninth season of the 
TV show (which debuts at 8 p.m. March 25), 
they’re following the trend for cable TV stars 
to do stage shows. Although the current “Be- 
hind the Myths” tour— which ends in early 
April and won’t play Chicago this go-round— 
has kept them busy the hosts said they’ve 
been intimately involved with the museum 
exhibition as well.

Savage said. “If I have one complaint about 
a lot of science museum exhibitions, it’s that 
they’re often talking down.”

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Katrina Law hits mark on *Spartacus: Vengeance’ 


On a recent 
episode of “Sparta- 
cus: Vengeance,” 
the rebel leader’s 
companion and 
confidante, Mira, 
felled a former 
ally with an arrow 
before she could run off with the rebel’s 
loot. Katrina Law’s aim wasn’t as accurate 
when she first trained to use a bow 

“I almost took out the entire stunt team 
when I was learning how to shoot the bow 
and arrow,” she said, laughing. “I acciden- 
tally hit the concrete background and the 
arrow shot back 50 feet and everybody 
behind me had to dive out of the way 
“It ricocheted back. I’m like, ‘Oh, sorry 
about that, guys. Stay alert! Stay alert!’ ” 
The bow hasn’t been the only weapon 
Law, who has played the freed slave Mira 
since the series’ first season (“Spartacus: 
Blood and Sand”), has gotten to use in 
Season 2. Mira and other women are in the 


middle of the fight that former gladiator 
Spartacus and his rebels have taken to the 
Romans. She’s wielded a sword against 
Romans, sliced open a prison guard with 
a knife and engaged in a bare-knuckled 
brawl. In this Friday’s episode, she picks 
up an archery set again. 

“It’s so much fun,” self-professed tom- 
boy Law told me during a phone interview 
“Being able to be part of the gladiator 
boot camp was amazing, and then having 
weapons training. It’s a dream job.” 

And yes, her marksmanship with the 
bow and arrow even improved over the 
course of shooting the season, as does 
Mira’s, which fans will see in upcoming 
episodes. 

“I got much better. I remember one 
day on set the first {assistant director] bet 
me $5 that I couldn’t actually shoot the 
camera or the cameraman,” she said. (Ed. 
note: I assume they were stunt arrows and 
no one was hurt.) “I shot both of them but 
I never got my $5. I’m still bitter.”

COMEBACK 


THIS OVERLOOKED SPIRIT IS CELEBRATING 
A REVIVAL THANKS TO RETRO TIKI DRINKS

Maybe it was the bottle of Bacardi you helped 
drain in college, Maybe it was years of order- 
ing Captain and Cokes that did it. Or maybe it 
was the experimental fruit punch you mixed. 

Whatever the cause, at some point you 
probably stopped drinking rum. And Paul 
McGee wants to change that, 

McGee, best known in Chicago for his 
years spent shaking craft cocktails at T-ogan 
Square’s The Whistler, is set to open an as- 
yet-unnamed River North tiki bar this sum- 
mer, and if you aren't drinking rum now, you 
certainly will then. Tiki drinks are recogniz- 
able for their heavy use of the spirit distilled 
from sugar cane or sugar cane byproducts 
(such as molasses), as well as fresh juices, fruit 
garnishes, colorful glassware and maybe even 
a drink umbrelb or two. 

They may be dramatic, but these cocktails 
are not to be taken lightly. 

“[I'iki cocktail pioneers] 'trader Vic and 
Don the Beachcomber came about in the 
mid-to-late ’30s and they were using fresh 
ingredients and really complex ingredients in 
their drinks as far as heavy doses of cinnamon 
and cloves and allspice,” McGee said, ^Things 
we thought 10 or 15 years ago were a culinary 
revolution in cocktails, these gpys were doing 
that in the 1930s.” 

By the ’50s, tiki bars had become a full- 
blown American fad. 

The first step in making a solid tiki drink 
like the mai tai or zombie is the selection of 
rum* and the choices are seemingly endless. 

“A light rum is going to be a little more 
neutral,” said McGee, who explained that 



light rum is filtered through charcoal to re- 
move much of the color and a bit of the fla- 
vor. 'When you get into more agied rums ... 
these are going to be a little bit more for sip- 
ping, with more a molasses note to them. For 
{the classic rum drink] dark and stormy, you’d 
want something like this with more character 
and more flavor.” 

And then there’s spiced rum— heavy with 
vanilla, allspice and cinnamon notes— which 
McGee likes to swap in for whiskey when he 
makes an old fashioned. 

Still not ready to make the leap? Pull up a 
barstool and take this advice from Chicago- 
based rum writer and importer Ed Hamilton, 
who runs the website “'I'he Ministry of Rum.” 


■■ [Tiki cocktails] are difficult to make. It takes time to make good ones.”

“Don’t try this at home on your own, 
folks,” Hamilton said. “I rec- 
ommend finding a bartender 
or liquor store person 
who is knowledge- 
able.” 

When he’s not 
hitting spots such 
as Painkiller (aka PKNY) 
in New %rk or Smuggler’s 
Cove in San Francisco, Ham- 
ilton likes to drop by The 
Whistler, The Barrelhouse 
Flat or Sable Kitchen & Bar 
for rum cocktails, or Bottom 
Lounge for its extensive rum 
selection. 

“{Tiki cocktails] are dif- 
ficult to make. It takes time 
to make good ones,” Ham- 
ilton said of the lack of bars 
in town keeping the drinks 
on their menu. “You can get 
a mai tai or some of these 
drinks at some of these oth- 
er really crappy bars ... and Free Rider 

that’s why tiki isn’t doing 
better. You have to use the 
right rums. Real syrups. And 
the bartenders have to be trained. It takes 
some dedication.” 

In addition to McGee’s upcoming River 
North tiki haven, chef Graham Elliot plans to 
feature some cocktails “focused on Hawaii and a 
tiki-kinda theme” at his latest restaurant G.E.B., 
slated to open in May in the West Loop. 


Everyone’s had the classic drinks and ev- 
eryone’s had speakeasy whatev- 
er,” said Elliot, who lived in Ha- 
waii for several years while 
growing up. “I think 
it’s just great to branch 
off and to realize that it 
was such a cool time in the ’50s, 
with people experimenting and 
doing these drinks as Hawaii 
was becoming a state.” 

The Whistler plans to con- 
tinue the tiki tradition McGee 
started while he was at the bar. 
Co-owner Billy Helmkamp 
recently introduced a rotating 
tiki section to the menu with 
a new cocktail each week. The 
first drink featured was the Free 
Rider, a mix of Lemon Heart 
151 rum, Benedictine, Fernet 
Branca, pineapple, lime juice 
and angostura bitters. 

‘All these really fantastic tiki 
bars started opening up {around 
the country] a couple years ago 
and I don’t know what wave 
of tiki it is now ... maybe the 
fourth wave?” Helmkamp said. 
“I think that rum is getting more popular 
due to the fact that people are starting to get 
these really great cocktails that are complex 
and well-balanced. You can bring a whiskey or 
vodka drinker over to rum with that.”

Christina Gomez has carefully displayed her 
dream cribs, rockers and mobiles on Pinterest, 
the increasingly popular online bulletin board. 
Never mind that she doesn’t have a baby 

“Ah, Pinterest— 
where I dress my 
unborn children and 
decorate my imagi- 
nary mansion,” the 
San Antonio political 
consultant said — on 
Twitter— when asked 
about the site. 

Gomez is addicted. 
And she’s not alone. The social site where us- 
ers can “pin” images and follow others’ collec- 
tions has surged in recent months to become 
the i6th most-visited site in the U.S., accord- 
ing to Web information company Alexa. 
That’s a higher rank than cnn.com. 

Pinterest CEO Ben Silbermann, who grew 
up in Iowa collecting bugs and stamps, said 
Tuesday that his goal is to help people discov- 
er things that they didn’t know they wanted. 
He said there are plenty of people trying to 
tell you what you want via billboards, catalogs 


or Internet ads. 

“But no one has really made a lot of prog- 
ress toward building a place you want to go 
every day to discover things that feel like 
they were hand-picked just for you, and that’s 
what I can hope we can do,” Silbermann told 
a packed ballroom at the South by Southwest 
Interactive conference in Austin, Texas. 

The self-deprecating Silbermann, who has 
rarely spoken publicly about the site he co- 
founded in fall 2009, described having “cata- 
strophically small numbers” at first. Nine 
months in, there were fewer than 10,000 peo- 
ple on it, he said. He sought feedback from 
early users, giving some his cellphone number. 
And he didn’t quit. 

Silbermann, who spoke repeatedly of want- 
ing his site to be beautiful and display beauti- 
ful collections, said one goal of his was to cre- 
ate a service that offered timelessness in an 
era when people were obsessed with real-time 
sites such as Twitter. 

“If something is your favorite book, it’s no 
less your favorite book 72 hours from now 
or a year from now or five years from now or 
10 years from now,” he said. “It still says some- 
thing about who you were then and who you 


want other people to know you as.” 

For Gomez, who lives in a 900 -square-foot 
home in Texas and is about to move to smaller 
digs in Washington, D.C., Pinterest allows her 
to collect things — such as USB drives shaped 
like teddy bears— without taking up precious 
physical space. 

The growth of Pinterest has been fueled 
primarily by women, including those plan- 


ning their weddings, said Robert Quigley 
who teaches new media and multimedia at 
the University of Texas. The draw is the site’s 
simplicity he said. 

“The rise of Pinterest has been absolutely 
incredible— it just came out of nowhere,” 
Quigley said. “It’s so visual, it’s easy to use and 
simple— yet complex enough to allow you to 
organize the way you want.”
